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Banners for Mainers

A consortium of twelve museums (including this one) and 
other organizations, with financial help from four private 
individuals, has purchased a remarkable collection of seventeen 
parade banners dating to 1841. The banners sold to the 
consortium on August 26, 2010, at the auction of James D. 
Julia, Inc., in Fairfield, Maine, for the total price of $125,350. 
Never before has a collection of historic objects inspired Maine 
museums to behave with such single-minded selflessness. 

The banners are extraordinary artifacts of labor history 
and folk art, created in Portland by William Capen, Jr., for 
the Maine Charitable Mechanic Association, and owned by 
that organization until being sold in August. Organizations 
of different trades marched behind the banners in parades. 
One banner carries a painting of a ship under full sail, another 
depicts a ship’s hull on the stocks at a shipyard, ready to 
launch. These two maritime banners were exhibited at Maine 
Maritime Museum in 1994 as part of our Nautical Folk Art 
exhibition, curated by Robert L. Webb. On their reverses, 
they bear inspirational mottos: “By Commerce We Live” and 
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Meeting in the Cross Currents

Museum professionals are generically divided between those 
at art museums and those at history museums and those at 
science museums. Their academic training, their conferences, 
indeed their style of working, all maintain this 
compartmentalization, which I have a deep disagreement 
with. Life is not so divided — we are affected by technology 
and the natural world (science, if you will); by design, form, 
color (art, if you will); and by politics and our social 
up-bringing (history, if you will) every minute of our days in 


a constantly intermingling stream. 


A maritime museum 
seems to me to be a par- 
ticularly unique example 
of this blend. Our 
fascination with the 
maritime world here is, 
at first impression, 
deeply structured by the 
history of both ship- 
building in Bath, and the 
broader menu of the four

centuries of Maine's 
interaction with the ocean, from the Gulf of Maine to the far 
flung reaches of the world. But while we purport to emphasize 
this top level history and technology, the spark of curiosity that 
brings people up the front steps glows at a much deeper level. 
Particularly with maritime stuff, people simply can be nuts 
about it (or hopefully will be when they leave).

What Matters Most 


This has been a summer of extraordinary collaborative 
efforts among Maine museums. In June, MMM and the 
Portland Harbor Museum merged to create an organiza- 
tion that is truly state-wide in its efforts — preserving the 
unique collections that tell the story of Portland Harbor 
and continuing the great programming that keeps those 
stories alive. Then, in August, seven museums in Maine 
joined together to save 17 historic early 19th century ban- 
ners that were at risk of being sold to private collectors and 
lost to the public domain. 

MMM joined Maine Historical Society, Maine State 
Museum, Portland Museum of Art, Bowdoin College, 
Bates College Museum of Art, and Colby College Museum 
of Art in purchasing these banners at auction with assis- 
tance from private donors L.L. Bean, James Julia, Linda 
and Diana Bean, Chris Livesay, Elsie Viles, Libra 
Foundation, and an anonymous Boston foundation. This 
was an unprecedented collaboration of public museums 
and private donors pooling their resources to preserve 
unique cultural artifacts important to Maine’s history. 
Individually, none of the institutions could have made this 
purchase, but jointly it was possible. The effort was suc- 
cessful because these cultural institutions kept “what mat- 
ters most” in the forefront. In this case, what mattered 
most was not which museum would get bragging rights for 


a high profile acquisition, but that the objects would be 
preserved in Maine and in the public domain. 

Museums are busy places, and in a large cultural institu- 
tion like MMM with more than 45,000 visitors each year, 
20 acres of property, thousands of collections objects, 140 
small craft, 18 buildings, a historic shipyard campus, three 
piers, 18 staff, 240 volunteers, and hundreds of pro- 
grams...there are plenty of distractions. What matters 
most in a place with so much going on? Sometimes that’s 
not easy to answer and sometimes what matters most 
changes from day to day. 

But the bottom line is that we keep in the forefront of 
our minds the mission of preserving Maine’s maritime 
heritage, and we do our best to meet the highest standards 
of museum professionalism in fulfilling our mission. If 
you, as a member and supporter, think MMM matters to 
this community, I hope you'll do what you can to help 
ensure we are able to continue fulfilling that mission. Give 
generously to the annual fund, become a member, volun- 
teer...it all matters.

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Membership, Annual Support, and 
Introducing the Updated Compass Circle 


As is true in many museums that do not receive government funding, opera- 
tions at Maine Maritime Museum are supported entirely by a combination of 
earned revenue, charitable contributions and endowment income. 

Maine is part of our name, but the Museum does not receive state support. 
The only government funds that occasionally come our way are through com- 
petitively awarded grants, typically for archives and collections related care. 

Charitable contributions are crucial for our sustainability and a common 
question is, “What is the difference between membership and Annual Fund?” 
It may feel like you are being asked for support twice a year, or more! Here are 


a few definitions and distinctions: 


Membership is the basic lifeblood of the Museum — revenue generated by member 
dues paid in exchange for certain benefits. Those benefits typically include admis- 
sion, receipt of the newsletter, free or discounted attendance at events and discounts 
on museum store purchases, mooring and docking fees. IRS policy states that to 
the extent a person receives goods or services in exchange for a contribution, that 
money is not tax-deductible as a charitable contribution. The IRS clarifies, though, 
that basic membership benefits like free admission, store discounts, and newsletters 
are considered “insubstantial;” consequently, individual and family memberships 
that are less than $75 are fully deductible. (See IRS Publication 1771.) 


Annual Fund contributions or unrestricted support are charitable contribu- 
tions made by a donor once or several times a year to the Museum to help 
support its programs. MMM has historically run early summer and late fall 
appeals, and every dollar received is vital to day-to-day operations. Because the 
donor receives no goods or services in exchange for his or her gift, the donation 
is fully deductible to the extent that the donor’s own income and circumstances 
permit. There may be special circumstances to pay attention to if you are eligi- 
ble for a matching gift program through your employer, or if you use your 
donor-advised fund to make your distribution. 

MMM tecently revised the guidelines for the Compass Circle, and we invite 
everyone who can to participate. In the simplest terms, the Compass Circle rec- 
ognizes individuals and couples who contribute $1,000 or more in a calendar 
year for unrestricted purposes. Compass Circle contributors who are not already 
Museum members will receive a complimentary family membership to facili- 
tate their frequent enjoyment of the facilities, programs and exhibits that their 
generous gifts help make possible.

“We Lay the 
Foundations of 
Commercial 
Enterprise.” These 
two banners 
represented groups 
of tradesmen, then 
referred to as 
mechanics: ship 
builders, ship joiners, 
boat builders, 
caulkers, pump and 
block makers, mast 


and spar makers, 
rope makers, riggers 
and sail makers. These were pre-union benefit organizations, formed to help the 
tradesmen provide themselves with such benefits as health and life insurance, 
which were not then provided by employers. 

The banners are made of a very fragile material originally thought to be 
silk, which may instead be very fine linen, according to one curator who 
examined them. The consortium’s first priority is to have a textiles conservator 
examine the banners to determine their current condition and prepare a 
recommended plan for immediate treatment and long term maintenance, 
describing the 
conditions under which 


they may be exhibited. 
Once it has been

are stable and properly 
housed, a schedule will 
be established for their 
exhibition by the 
participating 
organizations (see the 
Chart Table for a list 
of the organizations 
and others involved). 

“The focus, hard 
work, and unselfish generosity of the cooperating museums was unprecedented 
in my experience,” said Richard D’Abate, executive director of the Maine 
Historical Society. “I think we owe that to our common recognition that the 
banners were one of the state’s true artistic and historical treasures. They had 
to be saved.” 

Maine Historical Society will be the owner of the banners, technically, and 
will provide for their storage when not exhibited. 

Maine Maritime Museum is proud to have been a part of this unique 
episode in the history of our collections. The banners are without comparison. 
We have other labor history artifacts in our collection, but none with this 
degree of stunning artistic impact.

More Heavy Metal 
on view 


The four-ton Charles Ward 
Engineering Works marine steam 
engine, now on view in Sewall 
Hall, was originally donated by 
Maine Maritime Academy in 1986, 
where it was in use from the 
Academy’s founding in 1941 as an 
out-of-vessel training engine for 
U.S. Merchant Marine engineering 
cadets. The engine pre-dates the 
Academy, however, likely from the 
1900-1920 period based on its 
construction details. We surmise 
from the size of the cylinders and 
the crank shaft that its horsepower 
was sufficient for a vessel approach- 
ing 100 ft., like a tug or large yacht 
of the day. Further input on the 
original vessel(s) is welcomed.

The Charles Ward Engineering 
Works grew into prominence as an 
iron and steel fabricator and ship- 
yard in Charleston, W.Va. from 
1872-1931. They specialized in 
inland river craft — towboats, 
lighters, dredges, and the like. Ward 
water-tube steam boilers were also 
widely used in other maritime situa- 
tions. They pioneered the design of 
tunnel stern-screw drives, and were 
also among the first to install diesels 
into the brown-water fleet. 

Beginning in January, every 
engine piece was disassembled, 
inspected, cleaned, and refurbished 
by a crew of MMM volunteers - 
Bob McEvoy, Phil Blauvelt and 
John Way. Several area businesses 
contributed to this effort: Butler & 
MacMaster Automotive, Hallowell, 
cleaned the machined components; 
Capital Area Technical Center 
School, Augusta, polished the ten 
vertical support columns; Fournier 
Steel Fabrication, West Bath, weld- 
ed the steel bed beam assembly; 
Reed & Reed, Woolwich, sand- 
blasted and re-painted the gray 


cast-iron components. 


Fort Scammel Tour a ‘Direct Hit’ with Visitors

Ken Thompson, historian, author and Portland maritime 
authority, shares information about Fort Scammel with his 
tour group. 


The Chippewa was near capacity as she set sail Sunday 
morning, August 8, for the short voyage from Portland’s 
Long Wharf to House Island, home of Fort Scammel. 
Scammel is one of Portland Harbor’s two earliest harbor 
defense forts, along with Fort Preble, and was built in 
Casco Bay in 1808. 

On board were more than 55 individuals interested in 
learning more about the two-century old fort, and three 
maritime historians — Joel Eastman, Ken Thompson and 
Harold Cushing — eager to share their knowledge about 
the fort’s history. 


Fort Scammel is a two-story, three-bastion granite fort 
complete with parapets, munitions bunkers, and a parade 
ground. It was named after Alexander Scammel, Adjutant 
general of the Continental Army during the American 
Revolutionary War, who was killed in action during the 
Battle of Yorktown. The fort was designed for harbor defense, 
with cannon batteries positioned to protect the main ship- 
ping channel into Portland harbor, in conjunction with Fort 
Preble. Of all the forts in Casco Bay, Fort Scammel was the 
only one to fire a shot and be fired upon in anger, in early 
August, 1813, during the war with the British. 

House Island, 24-acres in size, was later the site of an 
immigration quarantine station from 1907 to 1937. The 
1920 brick detention barracks have been demolished, but 
several original 1907 buildings remain, including the doc- 
tor’s house and the quarantine hospital. 

Purchased in 1954 by private owners interested in pre- 
venting the fort from being dismantled, House Island can 
only be visited through arranged tour. Maine Maritime 
Museum hopes to continue offering the tour annually. 

One of the passengers for this year’s tour was Kirk 
Rogers, a Portland based photographer who specializes in 
capturing incredible astrological subjects. Kirk documented 
the tour in photographs, and then produced a photo jour- 
nal of his work.

New Floor Makes Boat Collection Accessible

As part of the National Endowment for the Humanities 
Visible Storage Grant, our large, 3,840 square feet, boat 
storage barn now has a new concrete floor. 

This extraordinary change culminates three years of 
watercraft storage improvements aimed at increasing public 
access to the bulk of our 140-boat collection. New cradles, a 
new rack system, two stairways and railings are also part of 
the improvements. The barn’s original soft dirt floor was 
detrimental to the boat cradles, attracted digging varmints, 
and was almost impossible to shift heavy objects upon. 

One of those heavy objects is the 14-ton compound 
steam engine from the tug Seguin, which had settled a foot 
into the dirt. A BIW crew came down at 5 a.m. ona 
September morning with an 18-ton Hyster lift to extract 
the engine so the concrete could be poured. 

The new floor is six inches thick overall, with a 12-inch- 
thick section where the Seguin engine will be reset. 

The interior layout will be refined to allow the use within 
the space of a forklift, also part of the grant award, so boats 
can be brought down to the floor for documentation. Most of 
the 65 boats in the barn have never been seen by our greater 
audience since the day they were donated, in most cases, 
decades ago. The large Wilbur Morse 1916 Friendship sloop 
Chance, our 1911 Northeast Harbor A-class (#1), the Wyeth 
family lobster boat Eight Bells, and many other seldom seen

jewels of our boat collection will now be accessible. The future 
possibilities of this new space are exciting to contemplate. 

Of similar consequence to the collection was the sum- 
mer renovation of the lowest level under the Boat Shop, a 
cavernous and largely neglected space, formerly adapted for 
casting boat fittings. The wooden floor and support posts 
for the floors above had suffered from groundwater seepage 
over the years; these were demolished and repaired where 
appropriate, a new wooden ceiling was installed, and elec- 
trical wiring and lighting improved. Several concepts for 
the use of this space are under consideration.

town. A turn-of-the-cen- 
tury catalog found in Georgia and identification of an Oregon company that 
could fabricate the hardware using the original remaining parts were key dis- 
coveries. Though the interior parts of the icebox were missing, the back and 
sides of the original cabinet were still in their original kitchen location, thus 
indicating the overall size. Replacing the internal parts of the icebox was not 
attempted in the restoration. 

In consultation with Curator of Exhibits Chris Hall, Ivon asked a neighbor 
and gifted cabinetmaker, Lindell Walton, to reconstruct the missing wooden 
doors and trim matching the style and texture of the original. Funding for the 
restoration was contributed by Ivon and Stewart Anderson, both of whom are 
volunteer docents at Donnell House. 

Now that the installation is complete, one would be hard pressed to discern 
which doors and hardware pieces are original and which are reproductions. 

Another recent addition to the Donnell House kitchen is in place thanks to 
the efforts of a Museum member. Now covering a portion of the home’s 
kitchen floor is a new canvas stenciled floor cloth, that was produced by 
MMM member Lin Martin-Berke. Lin produced the cloth over several weeks 
during the summer, adapting a design derived from tile-like geometry patterns 
that were popular in 1890 in stenciled floors, floor cloths and the new 
linoleum floor coverings, which evoked the fancier stone-tile-work of the up- 
town residences. 

Additional restorations in Donnell House are in development, and could be 
in place for the upcoming Victorian Christmas event. 


Meeting in the Cross Currents 
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Every exhibit I have been 
involved with here at Maine 
Maritime Museum has been a 
blend, in varying proportions, of 
“art,” “science,” and “history.” 
Every object we have speaks in 
these three dialects. The catenary 


curves of a groundfish trawl, the 


optics of a Fresnel lighthouse 
lens, the graduated contours of a

ship in frame, the swirling 
geometry of a propeller, the 
sun-washed sails of a ship portrait: they please the observer - the historian, the 
naturalist, the artist in all of us. 

Grant agencies are shocked, shocked to be informed that we have an 
enormous art collection here — (a Aistory museum doing art, such a thing!) — 
but the maritime world has been attracting artists since the earliest Viking ship 
pictographs. Those ships were the art of their day, and were adorned with the 
most intricate carving. Iwo amazing examples of American 19th Century 
“decorative” ship carving loom over our main lobby visitors today. And who 
has not said at the sight of a tall ship, “She's as pretty as a picture,” or “That’s 
a work of art.”

restoration should be nearing 
completion. While a steam engine 
is a rich piece of technology 
history, it should be evident the 
next time you come into Sewall 
Hall that this engine is a drop- 
dead arresting sight, aesthetically. 
And to the mechanics who 
forged, filed, honed, polished and 


assembled its four tons of iron,

steel, brass, and bronze, the engine was a work of their art. Every individual 
part reflects the forces inherent to its function: keeping weight when necessary, 
removing it whenever possible, defining the castings to be as strong as needed, 
but no more — a four-ton mechanical ballet of strength, weight, and volumes, 
and all to be driven for hour after hour, harnessing the heat of pressurized 
steam. As Richard McKenna wrote about the gunboat steam engine in his 
1962 novel The Sand Pebbles, “It was all flowing power, tons of sculptured 
metal in cyclical, patterned motion, and the light played through it in a pattern 
of rhythmic gleam and shadow.”
